NPA ATTACKS 
INTENSIFY 
IN LUZON

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO— 
The New People’s Army (NPA) 
stepped up attacks in parts of 
Luzon almost 11 months before 
President Duterte unilaterally 
canceled the peace talks with 
the Communist Party of the 
Philippines (CPP), according to 
an overseas security and intelli- 
gence group. 

The NPA, armed wing of the 
CPP, has also intensified its at- 
tacks in the Visayas and Min- 
danao, according to reports 
reaching the Inquirer. 

The latest NPA attack killed 
a policeman and wounded 10 
others in Sitio Camansi, Baran- 
gay Bolo, Maasin town, Iloilo 
province. 

The Jose Percival Estocada 
Command of the NPA owned 
the ambush in a statement post- 
ed on Facebook on Saturday.
